WHITE RYE FOR SEED WANTED. 



The monthly crop report of Hoi 
Nicholas McDowell, Commissioner ot 
Agriculture, is as follows 

.Since my report of July 1 there have 
oecn fine rains in the larger portion of 
fxhe State, some counties having been 
' more favored than others. Reports 
i^rom few counties state, "not enough 
ra.m to do much good ." There is a 
muem better feeling among the farm- 
er*. \ Both the corn and tobacco crops 
have been very much benefited. The 
Augu U report of the statistician of the 

4>'u)te< States Department of Agrl- 
alum shows a decline In corn of 
tfoarly twenty-six points from July 1 
to August 1. In some localities the 
crop was injured beyond recovery, 

) while in others timely rains have im- 
proved ihecrops very much, and tin 
indications are now that the cropt 
will lie veiy much better than wa* 
•nticipated, not only here, but in all 
the States I will venture to say that 
| there was never a better crop made 
\wiih a« small a quantity of rain. The 
Jt»rmor has done his whole duty, the 
'Jrop was never better worked, and 
MHM who were fortunate enough 
get an early stand of corn will maki 
tair crop. As many tanners have 
ready commenced to teed their hojts 
OB win- ut, much of the corn crop will 
he saved in this way. 

The United Siaces Agricultural De- 
p&rtmeai has recognized the impor- 
nce of feeding wheat to live stock, 
id has issued a bulletin on the sub- 
t. The bulletin advocates the feed- 
j§ ot icreenlngs and low-grade 
wheat to animals, and placing none 
bbt first-class wheat on the market 
Jl sfejws that where wheat aud corn 
^aro t he same price per bushel, it ii 
(preferable to sell corn and teed 
•heat. 

There are many farmers subsii- 
tilting barley for wheat this season, 
became of the extreme low price of 
the latter, regarding it a more profita- 
ble crop because of the greater yield

Pastures have improved very much 
since my reporVin July. In fact in 
many places where there was no pas- 
ture a» all there is now flue grass, but 
we are beginlng to want rain in most 
places. Drouth of extraordinary se- 
verity, combined with extreme heat, 
is the chief cause of the unusual lot 
condition of pastures. Per cen 
69.6. 

Tne principal part of the hemp crop 
has been cut. Most crops are very 
short . The area of the crop is rather 
smaller than usual, as much of It was 
ruined by the freeze and snow. 

There seem* to be a hotter demand 
for hogs than any other kind of live 
stock. I asked my correspondeni 
to the average quantity of hogs t 
fed this fall. The per cent, is placed 
at 81. 

The average number of two year old 
cattle to be fed this fall is placed at 
77 .4 per cen t. 

A very small number of counties re- 
port any clover seed this fall. The 
crop was nearly an entire failure. 
Winter killing, spring frosts and 
drouth are the principal causes of the 
shortage of the crop. Acreage < 
pared with last year,70 per cent. Con- 
dition 65.6. 

The Government report ot the 
dition of potatoes August 1, is* placed 
at 74 per cent., a decline of 18.3 since 
July 1 . The report for this State is 
77 per cent acreage. 

As to the fruit crop in this State 
there is not enough to inquire about 
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cliue in apples, the percentage stand- 
ing 44 for August against 47 for July. 
The condition of peaches has fallen 
much lower, and now stands at the 
extremely low figure of 22.3. 



The Mt. Sterling National Bank

This institution has 
always enjoyed the absolute cc 
denoe of the community and has 
made its stockholders much money. 
May it stilf hold that confidence

"We have been having a grand time 
and guess wo are now getting to the 
most interesting part of the Park. 
We saw several Bmall Geysers at 
Nbrris Geyser Basin. The New 
Crater, one that opened laBt year was 
the largest we saw, spouting abotii 
feet in the air. We are taking kodak 
pictures of all things of interest and will 
eid you some of time. The grandest 
place of all is the Canon of the Yel- 
lowstone or Grand Canon. Its walls, 
in some places are 1500 feet high and 
perpendicular. There are little 
that run to points all over the 
if the cliffs and high peaks of 
rocks almost as small as trees running 
up all around. The river is full of rapids 
" little falls, and it so clear it looks 
blue from so great a height. The cliffs 
are of every color imaginable with hot 
springs all over their walls, and 
eagle's nests on nearly all of the little 
peaks. The pel tiost view is obtained 
from Inspiration Point ; a bend in the 
canon with about a mile of the canon 
ight on each side, and this is the 
place where the walls are 1500 feet, 
high. You can't imagine anything 
m ire grand than this, and I don't be 
lieve there is any scenery in the world 
that can compare with it. If the 
cliflf were not so highly colored it 
would be fine, but the colors make it 
mplete. There are enough hot 
rings along the river in 10 miles to 
increase the temperature 20 degrees. 
I left out the falls for I think the 
anon is more wonderful, although it 
seems hardly possible. The upper 
(alls are 160 leet high and 74 feet wide 
where the river runs over, so you can 
imagine what a sight it must be. The 
w«ter looks green right at the edge 
of the falls and from there to the bot- 
tom is as white as snow, and the spray 
is worse than rain. We found an old 
boat and crossed the river, and went 
to l he foot of the falls.

Lawn Mowers. 

The proper care of a lawn mower 
}S a matter of imt>ortance, as even 
the best makes are liable to get out 
of order with ill usage. The bolts 
should always bo kept tight and the 
knives at a uniform distance from 
the steel. The knives should always 
be kept sharp, which can be done 
with the saw file. If they get very 
dull, they should be taken off and 
ground. Tho lawn should be free 
from stones and sticks. A small 
stone in the lawn will be apt to cause 
much injury to the knives. Good 
oil should be used, as cheap oil gums 
too readily. For this purpose sewing 
machine oil is perhaps the best The 
machine should not be allowed to 
rust, and to prevent this it should be 
properly housed on a dry wooden 
floor.— Hardware. 



BULLET PROOF COATS 
*h« rrt.bal.le Kest.lt of Warfare When 



If there is not some latent but fatal 
defeat in Herr Dowe's system of mak- 
ing a soldier bullet proof, the result 
of warfare will be a very remarkable 
one. Since the object of war is to 
kill— "to place hors de combat"' is 
only a less crude way of putting the 
fact— new ways of killing infantry 
and cavalry will have to be devised*. 
The chnnces of hitting men in the 
face at long distance with rifle fire 
will not be good enough. But the 
only ways of killing effectively that 
will remain open will be artillery 
fire, close combat with the bayonet 
and cluhbed rifle— preferably the lat- 
ter, as the cuirass will make the 
bayonet difficult to use with effect— 
and riding men down by cavalry 
charges. The first of these, artillery 
fire, has hitherto been regarded as 
of comparatively little importance in 
the matter of killing. 

It is often declared, indeed, that 
the chief effect produced by the guns 
is the moral effect. Though not many 
are killed, men do not like to be with- 
in range of artillery. Possibly, how- 
ever, the effect of artillery fire could 
be increased. In any case, and since 
everything is relative, the fact of the 
falling off of efficiency in rifle fire 
must increase tho importance of artil- 
lery fire. It is obvious, however, that 
the chief effect of bulletproof soldiers 
on the circumstances of a battle would 
be to increase enormously the amount 
of hand to hand fighting, But hand 
to hand fighting means an advantage 
to the strongest and most athletic 
force. Now, it will be seen from the 
bare enumeration of the changes 
which seem likely to follow bullet 
proof soldiers that a great advantage 
will be given to England. 

Bullet proof cuirasses will give an 
advantage to the nation which can 
only bring a small number of troops 
into the field. But that nation is 
England. It will increase the impor- 
tance of artillery. But this should 
be in favor of England, for though 
we have not the conscription, and so 
cannot £et men in large quantities, 
we can manufacture as many guns 
as we choose. Next, the revival of 
close combat ought to be in our fa- 
vor, for Englishmen are certainly 
better at the rough and tumble of 
(•lose fighting than their neighbors. 
The infantry are naturally more 
handy and more athletic, and the 
cavalry are, if not theoretically bet- 
ter riders, more capable horsemen. 
An Englishman is more likely to get 
his horse to do the impossible than a 
Frenchman or a German.— Spectator.

One evening, he tells us, after watch- 
ing the famous Rhine falls near 
Kchauffhausen for a considerable 
time in the full glare of the sun, 
which produced a da/./.ling whiteness 
of spray, Dr. Obach felt intense pains 
in his head, which did not diminish 
much even after he had retired to 
bed in a perfectly dark room. He 
thereupon resorted to a remedy 
which had given relief to pains in 
the eyes on previous occasions, sim- 
ply placing the thumb and forefinger" 
over the closed eyelids and impart- 
ing gentle vibrations to the eyelndls. 

After two or three vibrations he 
was compelled to stop, as the remedy 
Was not only painful, but produced 
the sensation of a bluish white light 
of dazzling brightness— like an eleo- 
tric arc— being brought almost into 
contact with the eyes. After the 
lapse of a few minutes the luminous 
phenomena subsided, and he again 
commenced the vibrations of the 
eyeballs, which now could be done 
longer than before ere it became un- 
bearable. This operation was re- 
peated eight or ten times, till finally 
the vibrations were almost painless 
and no longer produced any lumi- 
nosity 
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jf the light 
lad not only 
E the inter- 
simum, but 
1 the elas- 
tic tissues whose duties it would have 
been to shake the material back into 
its normal condition after the cessa- 
tion of the light. The energy thus 
lost by the tissues was then sup- 
pressed from without by the vibrat- 
ing fingers. For what reason the re- 
turn of the intercepting substance to 
its original insulating condition 
should also be attended by the sensa- 
tion of light is difficult to conjecture, 
unless it lie directly due to the physi- 
ological effect produced on breaking 
the circuit. Similar effects, Dr. 
Obach says, can be observed in a less 
pronounced form on vibrating the 
eyeballs after an ordinary overstrain 
of the eyes.
